OF THE SUPERINTENDING 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF FREMONT, N. H. 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH, A. D., 1858. 


Agreeably to the Statute defining the duties of Superintend- 
ing School Committees, I respectfully submit the following 
report: exhibiting the SNaAnG and prosperity of the Schools 
in the town of Freemont, for the past year. 

I very much regret that I cannot speak of the good success 
of all our schools and teachers for the past year, for it is more 
agreeable to praise than to censure, and more pleasing to report 
that our schools are prospering and making that progress so 
desirable and necessary for the proper training and develope- 
ment of the young, as will fit them to act well their part in the 
drama of life. Parents should always exercise a watchful care 
over their children at school, always endeavoring to impress on 
their young minds a love of study, a love of order, and more 
than all, a love for the teacher, and the members that compose 
the school. By their frequent visits to the School room, par- 
ents should encourage the scholars in diligence and perseverance 
in their efforts for advancement, and by their presence and sym- 
pathies, animate and incite the Teachers to activity and zeal in 
their endeavors for the improvement of their pupils, and gain 
by this constant oversight and inspection of their school a cor- 
rect knowledge of its character and wants.

This school J] found in avery prosperous condition. Miss 
Folsom’s system, order, and manner of instruction were of that 
character to command the obedience and attention of her pu- 
pils, and to make the school attractive and pleasant. The final 
review of the school showed a good improvement. The decla- 
mations and reading of compositions, were interesting and 
highly creditable to the school. 

This school stands first in town, in rank of scholarship; and 
I have seldom witnessed so much of animated interest as was 
manifested by these scholars, in pursuing their several studies. 
Miss F’. enters upon the duties of an instructress with a love of 
them, and devoting herself wholly to the improvement of those 
under her charge, she teaches with excellent success.
